A
small stone church and the cusa tnitnivtjitil
ure the only buildings not made of mud,
and this latter was pointed out with pride
uud ulfection by the Indians ns standing on
the very sjsit once occupied by the hut in
which "Hon llenitii" was lsirn. The

of llenito Juarez were in humble life,
possessing only the shunto habits mid slen- -

tier liieans of other Indian peasants and
iieriikineii ot ixtian, ami were quite unable
tn educate their son. Ho lived at home un-
til the ilcuth of his uther, mnl ut the age
of i could neither read nor write, and
s(s,ku only his native tongue, thu Zajintec ;

for lieuito wus of puru Indian blood, de-
scendant of nucestors who were in posses-
sion of these hills nt the coming of the
SpauiunU. Many of the youth of the hill
tow ns had gone down to the capital city
mul engaged in domestic service in return
for thepiivilegesof an education, mul when
u little nun e than 12 em s old joung llenito,
the ignorant Indian iwy, followed in their
fiNttsteps. Hero he found u patron, who
taught him to read mnl write. ami eventu-
ally nided him through the institute, where
he studied law uud theology. Having left
the hills, he pnssos beyond the muge of our
vision, mul wo care not to iutcrrunt the
narrative of our journey to trace his mh- -

sequent enreer, ns governor of Ins native
staje, general of the forces, cabinet minis-
ter, and finally president of the republic,
mul the acknowledged saviour of Mexico.

One might well expect to learn that a
great man had been nurtured hero in youth:
the fields mul rocks, the fragrant pastures
covered with bushes ami flowering trees,
are nil suggestive of sturdy youth. The
Indians of theso hills, wurlikeaml with the
prestige of an uiicouquered nsiple liehiiul
them, have often left their homes to fight

in revolutions. It was sunset when wo
turned our hacks upon this sweet lialulet,
mul quito dark when wo rode into I'lBn .li-
my tie Lilian, two miles farther on.

The scenery nlsnit this town is very strik-
ing ns well ns pleasing j great cliir sur-
round hroud and pleasant pastures, tho vil-

lage has a good church and plaza, some ntco
stone houses, and n charming little fort
perched Ukiii a great rock with perpendic-
ular sides,

Tliedistrlctnliouuds in silver initios, there
being scarcely n hoiisoholilor there that does
lint own one which ho works just enough to
supply the necessaries of life, ami no more,
no matter how l ich the veins.

Wo w ere much troubled to find n place
to sleep in and something to eat, as tho ciini
and lUeJee iinlltitu, to whom wo had let-
ters were Itoth nw ay. Having ridden sev-
en lengues in the morning ukii only a cup
of coffee, and seven in the afternoon, nfter
n slight lunch, wo were much fatigued ulul
very hungry. Fortunately we encoun-
tered a widow who kept a shoi a Hernia
mul we ultimately fnred very well, hnving
n hearty supper and sleeping msni some
wisnlon lienehes with straw units spread
over them.

The naturnlist wns ill, mul the widow, in
her sympathy for rf jiiilm-rit- the (sstr lit
tie fellow pi escribed mul admiiiistereil
such remedies ns cured tho stranger and
filled him with gratitude. It may not per-

Hiding
three leagues farther, over informal trails,
hut through most lieuutiful wissls of pine
and deciduous trees, we found n solitary
hill-far- called Otole, or l'ine liuuch, where
w e had hoped to find rest also ; but seeing
that only the mud II. sir of n miserable hut,
thatched with grass and with walls of poles,
between which wo could Itsik in nny direc-
tion, was available, wo hastened on to Ia
viuu, u settlement two miles further down
a tremendous ciitioifti ulul across n fomuiug
river. 111. I. Ion in a vast corn-tiel- was the
village, but there was no shelter open tn
us except mi empty hut of mud and thatch.
Two large houses that we had seen from a
distance, and which looked inviting, were
found to bo the one a jail nnd the other u
church, and Instil alike inhospitable. Some
very obtuse In.lian women set nlsnit pre
paring some soup and toasting some dried
lieef on mi which occupation held
them two hours ; uud it vvas not utitil we
had tuken turns several times around in
gi ow ling ut the cooks, that we finally had
the satisfaction of seeing tho fotsl spread
out on the clay Hour. Meanwhile, we were
much exercised by a drunken Indian, clad
in cotton drawers uud t,arapel who claimed
to be secretary of tho municipality, ulul in-

sisted uiKin our showing our passpoits, de-
clining stoutly that all strangers must huvo
written permission to pass through tho
Sierras, This relic of i evolutionary times
had lieen long nlsilishoj, hut this illiterate
hud not heard of it, uud becoming wrath-
ful mid turbulent, lie was beguiled by our
chief Into the cornfield, where he was trip-pe- d

up and laid uhii the ground, and fell
nt mice into quiet lumber. Other Indiana,
now gathering in nu. libera, were rude anil
of independent bearing und each one car-
ried either a gun or a sabre j but after we
had spread straw upon the ground mul es-

sayed to sleep, it wus very quiet, all through
the night, only a dog burked and a horse
broke into the corn, and w e had no use fur
the revolvers, which lay thickly uround
us, unless It might have been to shoot the
flies mid chickens, which w ere both numer-
ous mul terrible.

In the first we reached,
Coiualteiicc. u surnrisu iiwuiled us. some
thing to cheer our hcurts am! levitu in us
the memory of the mine we bad set out to
mul. A runnliar figure stood in the mad,
n squat little Mexican, with u ferocious
grin on bis face, whom wo recalled (after
he had reminded us) ns the proprietor of
ucote, a rancno w e nun passed the night
before. He greeted us ellusively, then ink-
ed us to his town house, close at hand,
where ho showed us sneciinens of irold and
several bars of silver, w hich ho said came
from veins ho hail discovered.

Ill an outer room we found a foriro and
Implements for smelting metals, and while
we were examining them he told us that tie
had been experimenting for forty years,
mul offered, lor adequate consideration, to
conduct Us to veins, the I in tho
country, not veins only, hut it
U'tia, which were Known only Ui u few
Indians mul himself.

And how wo hugged ourselves, nt the
thought of this valuable mini, so luckily
thiown in our way ; and our eyes opened
wider and wider at his recital. lie told us
that he hud know u of these ancient dejmsits
forty years; three others, who hud shared
the secret with him, were now dead. Ton
jiMir tu work the mines, too suspicious of

iiis own countrymen to entrust thu business
to uny one else, he hail remained inactive
till this time. It seemed that, utter we had
left him the night liefore, he lay uwuke,
speculating Utuu the chances that could
have In ought strangers, and white men, tu
this region. Iheie was nut another of his
color this was a doubtful compliment to
us in tho whole country beyond : wo were
the first he had seen thut w ay for years :
mid ut lust he concluded it was mine, and
nothing else, that brought us here. And
at one o'clock that morning he got up und
sad. lied his Intnu, telling Ins wife that he
had dreamed that we were the men he had
waited for so long, and that he must over-
take us, for the oracle ut litltin, whom he
had consulted so late us the week before,
had told him that strangers, whom he could
trust, were even then on the road to him;
that he had a fortune already, und why
didn't he uvail hiinseltf it r So he resolv-
ed that the ioi-- hail seut us, and the time
had come to reveul the secret.

We usnurcil him that he was, beyond a
doubt, correct ; the chief tuld him tumuuiit
his beast and come along, pruuu&ing to treat
withhiiuif he had unything valuable, and
he promptly followed us. After descend-
ing u steep ruvine, we came to two broad
and rupid sti earns, crossed by a single gi eat
log each, over which our horses curried us
safely, though with some fear uud tremb-
ling on uur purt. At Yolos, the town be-
yond, the cura was absent, so we left our
compliments w ith a pretty girl, w ho seemed
to stand him instead of n wife, ami rode on
yet farther. The grainiest hill scenery of
Mexico lay before us . we were completely
isolated from all of our own speech, yet rid-in- g

peacefully through tho very heart of
the Indian country, w here cultivated plants
lined the road at timis, and iu places black-
berries in clusters drooped over us so tliat
w e could eat theui us w e sat in our saddles.
It was the rainy season, and that after-
noon, while climbing n crest of tlio ridge
ultove, leading our horses among great
rucks, a fearful storm cuine down, thut
threatened to wash us over the precipice
after scaling which wo saw another town,
completely buried in cornfields, luiotepec,
tu the ciiifiuni'tinff of which we hud tt letter.
He came in after dark an Indian, ultunt
fivu feet tall, with a sparse lieard, active
and amiable, and clad, like all the test, in
shirt, drawers and sandals. He provided
us with lteils hy sprooiling straw matting
on Kiimo Itenches; and the next morning
gave us u letter ordering the pmtitleitte of
Maliualtepec to show us every favor.

was our objective fsiint the re-
gion named in tho letters of Cortes, where
Montezuma is said to have built u pleasure
inluce for the king of Spnin, and to have
laid out gardens planted with cocoa and to-
bacco. According to tradition, then, the
letters of Cortes, the rejstrts of the gover-
nor of the state, uud the asseverations of
our friend, Don t'elestino of Ocote ranch,
rich mines were in the vicinity of Maliual-teec- .

It lay deep buried below- the hills in
a stifling hot" valley, with the climate of the
fiei-t- eatienle us well as its fruits and How
ers. It was a terrible trail that letl down
the hillsides from IJuiotepec, steep and sto-
ny and with innumerable twists mid doub-
lings ujion itself. The hills and cliffs, and
in particular one great isolated rock called
the "Convent," were red in color und shot
up hundreds of feet, and at their bases flow-
ed a swift and turbid torrent, the Hi.)
(iraiulc. The yellow tloisl was spanned by
au alsirigiual bridge one of the must in-

genious 1 have ever seen, constructed with-
out rope, nail, lntard or iron Iwlt. It was a
"uanunock bridge," nuido entirely of grupo
vines. From high jsiles on either bauk,
braced and stayed by vine cables, were
stretched great cables of twisted grape
vines, neurly JlOO feet in length. Suspend-
ed from these ropes w as a netw ork of vines,
forming u V shnped passageway, like a
great haiuiuui-k- , stretching from iole to
H)le. It hung ut least 111) feet above the

stream, ami the vine ladders that once led
up to it from either side had been carried
away by Hoods j but A. uud 11. determined
to cross upon it, though it was necessary to
climb up, hand over hand, by a single vine.
The bridge wus so high uluve the water,
and shook so alarmingly ut the slightest
hreuth, that 1 concluded tu ford the stream
with Don Santos and tow over the horses
of the other two, while they essayed the
bridge. They climbed bravely up, the
chief leading, for alwut ill feet, w hen their
strength failed them ; they could get no
lartner. lion cantos una I were in mid-
stream with uU the horses, mul we nearly
laughed uurselves out of our saddles at the
futile droits of our luckless companions,
dangling helpless iO feet above ground. At
last, disgusted and crestfallen, they slid
dow n the gnuie-vin- u and shouted for Don
Santos to return and swim them across on
their horses.

We were not far from the Indian village,
but the trees were so thick about it that
we could see no houses, und all were laden
with fruit j oranges, plums, peaches, limes
and maimuie apples. In the first field w e
found some Indians breaking up the soil
with a crooked stick, and to one of them.
w ho w as pointed out as the jtmltlenle, but
who wus clad simply in shirt and drawers,
we gave our letter from the luinnmunfe.
After standing over it hulf an hour, unable
to reud it, he left the plow and furrow and
led the way to the village, knocking off the
trees for us on the w ay more plums and or
auges than we could cat.

Near the middle of a dense orange grove,
golden with fruit, was the e.is.i of the cura,
to 'which wo were conducted. Tlio worthy
priest pays only monthly visits to Maliualt-
epec, su his house w as damp and mouldy,
its thatch leaky and , its clay
floor slimy j iu one room, containing a e

and three wooden benches not u stick
of furniture else anything but inviting.
Into this, after a greut ileul of ceremony,
we were shown, the alialtle coming to re-
ceive us at tho heud of a procession, and
homing his silver-tippe- d wand of office.
Every house iu the village was of mud or
wattled sticks, thutched with grass, Their
church, once tt lieuutiful structuru of stone,
wus toppled over by an earthquake many
years ngo, uud a thatched shed propped up
with (siles covered the altar, where u dingy
Virgin sat iu rugged finery which hail long
Iteen the sport of the elements. Three
bells which once had hung in tho church-towe-

the oldest bearing the date 17UJ,
were suspended beneuth a rude scaffold
covered with a roof of grass.

Don L'elestino wus now iu his glory, for
few of these Indians spoke Spanish, and we
needed him us interpreter. As we retired to
thu hare benches that night, be assured us
that the morrow's sun should glint the gold
in our hands the prucious metal wo had
come so far to seek ; thut Is, unless the

the never accomplished transfor-
mation of the hitter into a paper-mil- My
father left a disastrous newspaper enter-
prise behind him when he came out to y

his mechanical toste and his knowledge
of fnriuing to the care of their place.
Early in the century his parents had hrought
nun to utiio I ruin Wales, mul lus Ixiyliood
was passed in the new country, whero pi-

oneer customs and traditions were still rife,
and for him it was like renewing the wild
roinanco of those days to toko up once
more thu life of a log cabin interrupted by
ion, seuis sojourn in muiier oi iactuwell
ings of frame nud brick.

Our cabin stood close uikui the road, but
iteiiiiin it nroniieneil iicorn-liel.- l or mi acres.
They still built for dwellimrs in
that region, thirty years ago, hut ours
must liuvo ucen nearly half a century old
when wo went Into it. It had been recent
ly vacated by an old Virginia couple who
had long occupied it, and we decided that
it neeileil some repairs to make it habitable
even for a family inured to hardship by
dauntless imaginations, and accustomed to
retrospective discomforts of everv kind.
So, before we nil came out to it, a deputa-
tion of adveutuiers put it iu what rude or-
der they could. They glazed the narrow
windows, they relaid the rotten floor, they
touched (tuo sketchily, as it afterward

the broken risif, mul they papered
the walls of tho ground-floo- r rooms. Per-
haps it was my fnther's love of literature
winch Inspired linn to choose uewspapers
for this Dtirttose : at anv rate, he did so.
and the effect, as I remember it, wns nut
wiinoui its iiecorntive qualities. He had
used u barrel of pupers bought at the nenr-e-

Kt ofliee, where they had been refused
by the persons to whom hey had been

sent by the publisher, and the
whole nrst page was taken up by n story,
which broke off in the middle of n sen
tence at the foot of the last column, and
tantalized us forever with fruitless conjee
ture as to the fate of the hero and heroine

Iu due time the whole family took up its
alssle iu the cabin. Tho household furni-
ture had been brought out nnd Lestowed in
its scanty space, the Itookcase had been set
up, ami the uiilsiunil lssiks hacked m easi
ly accessible barrels. There yet remained
some of our possessions to follow, chief of
which was the cow; for in those simple
days people kept cows in town, and it fell
to me tu help my father drive her out to
her future home. 1 do not remember now-jus- t

how it w as that w e cumo by the differ-
ent "unimals of the horse kind," as my
futher humorously culled them, which we
housed iu nn old log stable not far from our
caoin. Ihey must have been a temporary
supply, until a team worthy our new, sky- -

blue wagon could be found. One of them
w usa colossal sorrel, inexorably
whose barrel, ns I believe tlio horsemen
call the body, showed every hoop upon it.
I lo had a feeble, foolish whimper nf a voice,
and we him baby. His com
panion vvas n dun innre, who had what my
father at once called an italic fisit. in rec
ognition of the emphatic slant at which she
carrieu it wiien upon her unwilling travels.
Our pigs were very social creatures. They
would willingly have shared our fireside
with us, humble as it was, nnd, being re-
pelled, they took up their qunrters on cold
nights nt tho warm base of the chimney
without, where we could hear them, as long
as we kept awake, disputing the places
next to the stones. All this was horrible
to my mother, whose housewifely instincts
were perpetually oiien.ieii ny the rude con-
ditions of our life, mid who justly regard-oi- l

it as a return to a state which, if poetic,
was also not far from harlmrous. llutchil-dren- ,

and more particularly Isiys, take ov-
ery natural thing as naturally as savaires.
nnd we never thought our pigs were other
tlian nimiMiig. in that country pigs were
called to their feed with long cries of "Pig,
pig, Ksiee, hut ours wero taught
to cuine at a whistle, and on hearing it
wouiii single tnemselves out of tho neigh-lsir-

pigs nnd come rushing from all quar-
ters to the scattered corn with mi intelli-
gence wo wero proud of.

As long ns the fall weather lasted, nnd
well through the mild winter of that lati-
tude, our chief recreation, w here all our
novel duties were delightful, was hunting
with the long smooth-Wo- , shot-gun- , which
hud descended laterally from one of our
uncles, and supplied the needs of the whole
family of lsiys in the chase. Never less
than two of us w ent out at once, mul y

there wero three. This enabled us
tn beat up the gunio over a wide extent of
country, nnd, w hilo tho eldest did tho shoot-
ing, left the others to rush upon him, as
sism us he fired, with tumultuous cries of
"Did vou hit it ? Did you hit it I" Usual-
ly he had not hit it, though now and then
our murderous young blood was stirred by
the death agonies of some of the ioor crea-
tures w hose destruction Ixiya exult in. The
winter, which vvas so sore a trial for my
mother in the log cabin, and wns not, per-
haps, such a poetic rapture for my father
as ho had hoped, was a long delight to
their children. The centre of our life in
the cabin was, of course, tho
whose hugeness nnd w hose mighty fires re-
mained a w onder w ith us. There was a
crane in the chimney and dangling ot
hooks, nud until the cooking stove could be
set up iu an adjoining shed the cooking had
to he done uu the hearth uud the bread
baked in a Dutch oven iu the hot ashes.
We had always lieard of this operation,
w hich was a necessity of early days ; and
nothing else, perhaps, realized them so viv-
idly for us us the loaf laid in the
skillet, w hich was then covered with ashes
and heaped with coals, I am not certain
that the bread tasted any better for the ro-
mantic picturesqueness of its experience,
or that the com meal, mixed wurm from
the mill and baked on uu oak nlank set nn
before tho fire, liad merits beyond the hoe
cake of art ; but I thiuk theie can be no
doubt that new corn, grated to meal, when
lust out of the milk, anil then molded uud
put in like manner to brown iu the glow of
such embers would still havo tho sweetness
that was incomparable then. When the
naple sap started iu February wo tried the

scheme we had cherished all w inter of mak-
ing it with tea, which should be iu a man-
ner Hut the scheme, vvas a
failure; we spoiled the sap without sweet-
ening the tea.

We sat up late before the big fire at night,
our faces burning in the glow, and our
bucks and feet freezing iu the draft that
sw ept in from the imperfectly closing door,
and then we boys climbed to our bud iu the
loft. We reached it by a ladder, which w e
should have been glad to pull uji after us,
as a protection against Indians in the pion-
eer fashion ; but with the advancement of
modern luxury the ladder had been nulled
to the lloor. Once aloft, how ever, w e wero
ill a domain sacred to the past. The rude
floor rattled and wavered loosely under our
tread, aud the window iu the gable stood
open or shut at its own will. There were
cracks in the shingles through which we
could suo the stars, w hen there were stars,
and which, when the first snow came, let
the flakes sfft in upon the Hour. I should
nut like to step out of bed into u snow
wreath in thu morning now ; but then I
wus glad to do it, and so far from thinking
that or anything iu our life a hardship, I
counted it all joy.

Our stood only a stone's cast
from the gray, old, weather-tinte- d grist-
mill, whosu voice was inusiu for us hy night
uud by day, so that on Sundays, when the
water wus shut oil from the great

in its basement, it was as if the
world hail gone deaf and dumb. A soft
sibilanco ordinarily prevailed oyer tho dull,
hoarse murmur of the machinery ; hut late
at night, when the water gathered that
mysterious force which the darkiioss gives
it, the voice of the mill liad something
weird iu it, like a human inouu.

Our new house got on slowly. There
weru various delays und koiiio difficulties,
but it w as all intensely interesting, and we

watched its growth with eyes that hardly
left it night or day. I.lfo iu the
had not becomo plensatiter with the advance
of th summer ; wo were all Impatient to
be out of it. We hs)ked forward to our oc-

cupation nf the the now house with nil
which even ill us Isjvs must have

liad some Reuse of present illseoinfort at
the bottom of it. We to have a liar-lo-

a dining-roo- nnd a library ; there
were to be ttirue chambers for the family
nnd n spare room : nfter six mouths iu the

wo could hardly have imagined it
if wo had not seen these divisions actually
Inndo by the studding. It appeared to ma
a pnlace. I spent all tlio leisure I bad from
swimming and Indian-fightin- and reading
in watching tho carpenter work and hear-
ing him talk ; his talk was not the wisest,
but he thought very well of himself, and I
had so far lapsed from civilization that I
stood in secret nwe of him, because hocamo
from town from tho pitiful little) village,
namely, where I w ent to buy these shrouds.

I try to give merely a child's impressions
of our life, which wero nearly all delight-
ful, but it must have been hard for my el.l-cr-

and for my mother especially, who
could get no help, or only briefly and fitful-
ly, iu the work that fell to her. What her
plcuiilios weru I can scarcely iinngiue. She
wasctitolT from church-goin- g because we
were Sweileiilwrginn ; shoit of Cincinnati,
00 miles nwny, there was no worship of our
faith, and the local preaching was not edi-
fying, theologically or intellectually.

I had not seen the old place for III) years,
when four yeuis ago 1 found myself iu tho
pretty littlo town of X , which had
onco appeared so lordly and proud to my
poor rustic eyes with n vacant half-da-

on my hands. I hired a buggy ami a boy,
and had him drive me down to that (siint
on the river where our mills, at least, used
ti) be. The road was all strange to me, nnd
when I reached my destination that wns
stranger still. All the natural features
wero there, but tho timber had been cut
from the hill and island, and where tho
stately hickuries had once towered nnd tlio
sycamores drooped, there wns now n ltald
knob, nud n sterile tract of snnd, good
hardly for thegrazingof the few cows that
cropped its scanty herbage. They were
Isitii very much smaller ; the hill w as not
the mountain it had seemed ; tho islnnd no
longer rivalled the priqiortions of England.
Tho grist-mil- whoso gray bulk had kept
so large u place ill my memory, wns sadly
dwiufed, and in its decrepitude it hail cant-
ed backwards, and seemed tottering to its
fall.

The question l. bow does nn Italian man-
age to get married, or even to fall in love
Among the lower classes, where every lueni
her of the household is obliged to do some
thing townrils enrnlng a llvellhoisl, the
girls must of course lie allow ed to go abroad
at limes, mul tho rich have their bulls and
the opera w here the young of Isvth sexeR
mny meet. Hilt tho swhislon in which the
young lathes of the middle classes are kept
is nlniost complete. They ure allowed to
sit on the Imlcony, nud to go to church in
tho coinpnny of a duenna, tlireo or four
times a year they are tnken out for a drive,
and this is almost the only contact with tho
outside world that Is iermitted them. Nor
is it easy for them to obtain by stealth tho
forbidden freedom. When the parents go
out they either set nn old woman to look
nfter them, or secrete their hots and Isoots
and then lock them snfoly in. Jealous s

treat their wives in tho sumo way,
though this is considered reprehensible af-
ter tho first few years of w edlock.
